day by officials in sev eral cou n­ 
ties as being linked tog ether in a 
series of crimes. 
Glen E. Moore’s Nash 
closed 
car was stolen from in front of 
the 
Main 
Street 
Christian 
chu rch Su nday ev ening . 
It was 
fou nd abandoned this morning a 
mile and a half sou th of Shelby - 
v ille, with the dead body of a 
m an in the driv er’s sea£ . 
The 
man, 
abou t 30 y ears o* 
ag e was abou t six feet tall. 
He \ 
had been shot throu g h the jaw, 
and is believ ed to hav e bled 
death. 
Abou t 9 o’clock Su nday nig ht 
two bandits held u p the F. 
O. 
Hillis filling station and g arag e 
at Milroy , and according to Mr. 
Hillis, they were riding in a Nash 
closed car, which answered the 
description 
of 
the 
Moore 
m achine. 
After the robbery , Mr. 
Hillis 
went into the street and fired his 
rev olv er, declaring th at he aim ­ 
ed hig h. He went to Shelby v ille 
this afternoon to v iew the body , 
and if possible identify it as be­ 
ing one of the men who held him 
u p. 
Police Chief Kennedy , Sheriff 
Coons and sev eral others from 
here went to Shelby v ille this a f­ 
ternoon to assist in the work. 
The body of the dead m an at 
Shelby v ille did 
not 
bear 
any 
m ark of identification, ex cepting 
a watch fob, with the initials. 
“J. P.” The m an had $8 .17 
in 
money and also a piece of black 
cloth in a pocket. 
If he was one of the bandits 
at the filling 
station, 
he was 
either shot by a bu llet fired by 
Mr. Hillis, or else had 
eng ag ed 
in an arg u m ent with his 
com­ 
panion ov er 
the money settle­ 
m ent, it is presu med.

They 
inqu ired abou t the price of g aso­ 
line, and at first ordered ten 
g allons, bu t later decided on 
eig ht. 
After g etting the eig ht 
g al­ 
lons, Mr. Hillis told 
them 
it 
wou ld be $1.58 . One of the men 
handed him two one dollar bills. 
Instead of g oing into the office 
for the chang e, as the men had 
probably planned, 
Mr. 
Hillis 
reached in his pocket and 
ob­ 
tained the chang e. 
In handing ov er the chang e, 
one of the men drew a rev olv er, 
and ordered him to g iv e them 
all his money . He handed ov er 
the sack containing the money , 
and when pu shed for more mon- j 
ey , he g av e them his pu rse. 
The men still were not satis­ 
fied, and insisted th at he had 
more money inside. They com­ 
pelled him to take them into the 
office where they continu ed their 
search, bu t fou nd nothing . 
The m an with the g u n, com­ 
m anded Mr. Hillis to lie 
down 
on the floor, and not for him to 
mov e u ntil he was su re 
th a t ! 
they had g one. The other man 
started the machine and the two 
left, g oing east throu g h Main 
street in Mlroy at a hig h rate of 
speed. 
Mr. Hillis g ot u p as qu ickly as 
possible and obtained his rev ol­ 
v er. He ran into the„street and 
had a g ood aim at the speeding 
machine, bu t ju st as he was pre­ 
paring to fire, another car g ot 
into the way , and he shot the 
g u n into the air. 
It dev loped today th a t a Nash 
closed car, answering to the des­ 
cription of the one u sed in the 
1 hold u p, was stolen from Glen E.

It was parked in 
Main street, and no trace of

had been fou nd today . It is the 
belief th at the robbers stole the

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SPEED AND OUR RELIGION 
The age o f speed in which we are living to ­ 
day has caused peo ple to get their religio n o n 
Sunday in o ne-half the time that they fo rmerly 
did, acco rding to a no ted New Yo rk minister, who 
declares that peo ple no wadays spend o nly half 
as much time in church pews as years ago . 


“ Recently, o n the thirty-fifth anniversary o f 
my pasto rate,” he said, I decided to preach the 
^ame sermo n as I did in 189 3. 
But I fo und that 
it wo uld require 5a minutes to deiiver, which 
is much to o lo ng fo r the average co ngregatio n. 
vVhen I had cut it do wn 
to

minutes, 
the 
-o ngest sermo n that is generally preached these 
days, I fo und that I ha( co vered everything. 


“ But in the o riginal sermo n 1 said that ‘the 
wo rld is co ming to the realizatio n that war is 
futile in settling internatio nal difficulties as it 
wo uld be in settling natio nal difficulties., Since 
then we have nad two wars and several o ther 
fracases, so I am no t so sure that the 
age

speed is getting us anywhere after all.” 


DIVERSIONS KEEP VOTERS AWAY 
With the presidential 
campaign 
rapidly 
appro aching, the “ get o ut the vo te” mo vement 
is flo urishing again. 
It is a mo vement 
to 
be 
enco uraged, 
o f 
co urse. 
Every citizen o ught to keep himself in­ 
fo rmed abo ut his go vernment, and o ught to go 
to the tro uble o f expressing iiis o pinio n at the 
po lls. 
Yet it so metimes seems to us that the evils 
o f a light vo te are o ften o verestimated. 
Figures have 
been co mpiled to sho w 
that 
whereas a co uple o f generatio ns ago 80 o r 9 0 
per cent o f the electo rate vo ted at presidential 
electio ns, a scant ¿ 0 per cent vo tes no w. While it 
canno t be denied, that this is a regrettable co n­ 
ditio n, it sho uld be po inted o ut that there are 
plenty o f reaso ns fo r the change. 
Our ancesto rs did no t have the diversio ns 
we have. 
Po litics, to them, was mo re than the 
business o f electing o fficials; 
it was 
spo rt, a 
game, a break in the daily ro utine o i wo rk. 
In 
to wns and villages a po litical campaign pro vided 
almo st the o nly excitement and diversio n the 
citizen ever had. 
Lacking bo o ks and theaters* 
lacking the means o f travel, the early American 
fo und in po litical gatherings and discussio ns an 
o utlet fo r his frustrated clo sire fo r self-ex­ 
pressio n. 
To day ail o f that has changed. The average 
American has mo re diversio ns than he kno ws 
what to do with, lie has mo vies, 
the radio , 
bo o ks, magazines, an auto mo bile, baseball games 
and bo xing matches. 
Even 
in 
the 
smallest 
to wn he can maintain co ntact with the life o f 
the wo rld. A po litical campaign do es no t co me 
as a breath o f co lo r to a drab existence. 
Furthermo re, the American is wiser abo ut 
his po liticians than his fo refathers. 
There is 
no thing to pro ve that the men we elect to o ffice 


to day are any less wo rthy than the men o ur 
fo refathers elected. We are pro bably a little less 
gullible than we used to be. We aren’t as easily 
stirred by flag-waving stump speeches. 
And, besides, there is this to be said: the 
man who do es no t vo te still has his vo te to use 
if he wants it. 
It is fair to assume that he is 
satisfied with the existing regime; 
if he were 
no t, he wo uld go to the po lls and do so mething 
abo ut it. 
The no n-vo ter is no t disfranchised. 
So , we repeat, it seems to us that the sit­ 
uatio n isn’t as bad 
as it 
is 
painted. 
We’re 
heartily in favo r o f get-o ut-the-vo te mo vement; 
but we believe the natio n will co ntinue to get 
alo ng pretty well even if 50 
per cent 
o f 
the 
qualified vo ters do stay at ho me o n electio n 
day.

DIVERSIONS KEEP VOTERS AWAY 


'With the presidential 
campaign 
rapidly 


.approaching, the "get out the vote" movement 
is flourishing again. 


It is a movement to be encouraged, of 


course. Every citizen ought to keep himself in- 
formed about his government, and ought to go 
to the trouble of expressing his opinion at the 
polls. 
. 
Yet it sometimes seems to us that the evils 


of a light vote are often overestimated. 


Figures have been compiled to show that 


whereas a couple of generations ago 80 or 90 
per cent of the electorate voted at presidential 
elections, a scant 50 per cent votes now. While u 
cannot be denied, that this is a -regrettable con- 
dition, it should be pointed out that there are 
plenty of reasons for the change. 


Our ancestors did not have the diversions 


we have. Politics, to them, was more than the 
'business of electing officials; 
it was sport, a 


game, a break in the daily routine of work. In 
fttffens and Tillages a political campaign provided 
'almost the only excitement and diversion the 
citizen ever had. Lacking books and theaters, 
lacking the means of travel, the early American 
found in political gatherings and discussions an 
outlet for his frustrated desire for self-ex- 
pression. 


Today all of that has changed. The average 


'American has mure diversions than lie knows 
what to do with. He has movies, the radio, 
toooks, magazines, an automobile, baseball games 
and boxing matches. Even in the 
smallest 


town he can maintain contact with the life of 
'.the world. A poiitical campaign does not come 
as a breath of color to a drab existence. 


-Furthermore, the American is wiser about 


his politicians than his forefathers. 
There is 


.nothing to prove that the men we elect to office 


today are any less worthy than the men our 
forefathers elected. We are probably a little less 
gullible than we used to be. We aren't as easily 
stirred by flag-waving .stump speeches. 


And, besides, there is this to be said: the 


man who does not vote still has his vote to use 
if he wants it. It is fair to assume that he is 
satisfied with the existing regime; if he were 
not, he would go to the polls and do something 
about it. The non-voter is not disfranchised. 


So, we repeat, it seems to us that the sit- 


uation isn't as bad as it is painted. 
We're 


heartily in favor of get-out-tlie-vote movement; 
but we believe the nation will cqntinue to get 
along pretty well even if 50 per cent of 
the 


qualified voters do stay at home on election 
day.

Applcgatc School Reunion 


Review of Program Held by Former Students 


In The School Last Fall. 


(Editor's Note: The following 


is a continuation of the Apple- 
gate School reunion program as 
held last fall. The article today 
finishes the adddress of John A. 
Titsworth, and also concludes 
the publication of the events 
that happened at the reunion on 
that day.) 


The telephone, 
automobile, 


radio "and 
aeroplane 
have 


wrought mighty changes in our 
civilization, and much of it for 
good. 


They 
have increased 
our 


range of acquaintance and our 
fund of knowledge and have 
done much good, but it is simply 
a question of how long we can 
stand the terrific gait at which 
we are now traveling. Can we 
endure the speed? 


Back in the one-room school 


day, people dressed much more 
simply than now. 


The boys in early fall and late 


spring often went barefoot, arid 
the rest of their apparel usually 
consisted of a pair of blue over- 
alls and a cotton shirt and a 
straw hat, the whole outfit not 
amounting to more than a dol- 
lar in total cost. 


The little girls, likewise wore 


cotton stockings, or wool knitted 
by their mothers, and a plain 
calico dress, with 
a rtotal cost 


not to exceed that of the outfit 
worn by the boys. 


And I submit that this plain 


clothing was more suited to its 
needs than the silk and satin 
outfits in which we bedeck our 
sons and daughters when we 
send them to school today. 


Just yesterday, I read in the 


newspaper that in Austria-Hun- 
gary, the school authorities had 
passed a set of rules to the effect 
that all school children must 


dress simply. That the girls 
must be dressed in dark dresses, 
either blue or black, and that 
the dresses must hang not less 
than four inches below the knee. 


Some 
such regulations 
as 


these would be very sensible in 
this country at the present. 


There is no doubt that many 


American mothers are sending 
their children to school, dressed 
in ridiculously extravagant, style. 
So on the whole, I believe that 
we need to get back to the sim- 
pler, saner living, of the one- 
room school days. 


To eat simpler food, to wear 


plainer clothing, to be quieter 
and more sensible in our man- 
ners, to take time to think, and 
think of the day to eliminate 
some of the jazz and noise of 
the hour and live more quietly 
and sensibly, while enjoying the 
simpler pleasures of life. 


We need to realize that we can 


still read and walk and talk to 
our families and our friends in 
a quiet way, and get more out 
of life than by rushing 
madly 


about in a wild, endless search 
for pleasure, and to be eternally 
011 the go with no ultimate end 
of real living, while we do. 


In other words, my plea today 


is for a saner, more wholesome 
plan of living, similar to that 
of the one-room school age. 


In memory of school days, I 


quote a famous old poem, entit- 
led: 
FORTY YEARS AGO
